The holiday, announced first by 
the directors of the Chicago board, 
and approved by Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace at Washington as 
“a sound move in the right direc- 
tion,” was declared, the Chicago 
directors said, to give staffs of 
brokerage houses a deserved and 
needed rest. 

Following the close of the market 
yesterday, which saw grains slip as 
much as 26% cents and July and 
September wheat toboggan to 90 
cents at Chicago, speedy action was 
taken to impose stringent daily 
limits on price fluctuations. 

“Wheat and rye were limited to 
8 cents in either direction from the 
previous’ day’s closing; corn to 5 
cents and oats to 4 at Chicago, 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Kansas 
City. 

Robert C. Boylan, vice-president 
of the Chicago board, denied that 
today’s closing order had been 
prompted by any word from Wash- 
ington and said it was based solely 
to relieve commission house em- 
ployes “who have worked loyally 
day and night for the last several 
weeks under what has — a rec- 
ord volume of business.” 

In Chicago the break came just 
before the closing hours after a re- 
covery from an earlier selling wave.

Trading in many issues was de⸗ 


moralized due to the absence of 
supporting orders. Pools liquidated 
stocks in enormous volume and 
there was tremendous selling from 


speculative margin accounts that 
had collapsed. 

Reports that the New York Stock 
Exchange planned to close” were 
denied by the exchange, which al- 
so said that dealings had not been 
suspended in any issue, despite the 
chaotic condition of the market. 
The tape at one time fell half an 
hour behind floor. transactions. 

Rebound for Some Leaders. 

By 2:55 o’clock the market had 
rallied from the lows. The rebound 
for some leaders was substantial, 
American Telephone snapping back 
to $119 from $114, reducinz its loss 


by half. United States Steel com- |. 


mon, which had gone under $50 
for a loss of about $8, veered back | 
to above $52, while New York Cen- 
tral after losing $11, cut its decline 
by $5. 

Not since the frenzied early. 
stages of the decline four years ago 
had the market witnessed such a 
drastic deflation of values as oc- 
curred this afternoon.

at 10:42 a. m. today (2:42 p. m. 
St. Louis time). It was raining and 
the visibility was poor. 


FLAT, Alaska, July  21.—Wiley 

Post, Oklahoma aviator, resumed 
his. flight around the world today 
at 7:28 a. m. (11:28 a. m. St. Louis 
time). . 
Joe Crosson, Alaskan pilot, who 
brought a new propeller for Post's 
plane from Fairbanks, circled over 
the field here at 7:25 a. m., and 
three minutes later Post joined him 
in the air. Both planes headed east 
for Fairbanks, 375 miles away, 
where Post will refuel for his flight 
to Edmonton, Alberta. 

The weather was good. 

Post said he was fairly well rest- 
ed after between six and seven 
hour’s sleep following his arrival 
from Khabarovsk, Siberia: He su- 
perintended the final repairs to his 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt decided to proclaim 
a blanket code for industry and 
business mainly because he’ was

He was further moved by reports 
that many industries had speeded | 
their plants up to capacity, pending | 
the submission of individual codes | 
of fair competition, thus stocking 
their warehouses with goods pro- 
duced at depression wages and 
hours.

coyery act, and the President deter- 
mined to end it summarily. 

In addition, the President real- 
iged that months would be required 
to hold hearings and work out in- 
dividual codes for the. respective 
industries, and he felt it would be 
unfair to hold the first few indus- 
tries to the codes approved (for 
them while the majority of industry 
continued to operate on a depres- 
sion basis. 

Crash Brings Relief. 

It was an ironical twist which 
made the Capital rejoice over the 
downward swing in stock and com- 
modity prices. Nevertheless, the 
fact is that nothing during recent 
weeks has disturbed the adminis- 
tration more than the bull market, 
and the sudden crash brought re- 
lief. The reasons are simple. 

Many industries, hesitating to 
submit codes of fair competition, ’ 
had excused their reluctance on the 
ground that “prosperity is already 
coming back,” and had argued that 
the fixing of minimum wages and 
maximum hours.was therefore un- 
necessary. It is hoped here that 
yesterday’s crash taught them the 
folly of that argument, and made 
them realize that the market rise 
was merely in anticipation of the 
success of the recovery measures. 

Moreover, there is a good deal of 
quiet satisfaction: over the belief 
that Gen. Jéhnson’s recent warning 
to business has been vindicated. He 
declared several days ago that a 
continuation of price increases, un- 
supported by an increase in pur- 
chasing power, was certain to bring 
on another collapse. Officials to- 
day expressed a belief that ‘here- 
after business will pay more heed 
to such warnings.

The first flyer to make a solo 
flight across the North Pacific, 
Post had an elapsed time to Fiat 
from New York of 136 hours and 
20 minutes, while he and Gatty did 
not reach Fairbanks, about 375 
miles farther on, until 166 hours 
and 29 minutes had passed 

For a long time after sighting 
land, he said, he had been “lost 
following some river.” He was 
‘sighted first over Nome. Later he 
was seen twice over Ruby and as 
far East as Tanana, within 125 
miles of Fairbanks. - 

Rain fell throughout the day 
over Central Alaska, however, and 
he. became confused, fighting the 
reavy clouds. He finally landed 
here, on the Iditarod River, in 
Western Alaska, about 300 miles 
southeast of Nome. On being pulled 
out of his plane he promptly or- 
dered the repairs and then went 
to the United States Army Signal 
Corps station, wheré he was. soon | 
in a sound sleep.

ATLANTA, Ga, July 21.—Gov. 
Talmadge today ousted all of the 
five members of the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission on a series 
of charges including incompetence 
and sanction of excessive utility 
rates in Georgia. 

The ouster, under the law, is ef- 
fective until the next meeting of 
the General Assembly, when a ma- 
jority of both houses must approve 
or disapprove the Governor's or- 
der. 

Successors to the suspended com- 
missioners were annonced at the 
same time the Governor made 
known his ouster decision, which 
followed a hearing beginning on 
June 26 and ending July 17. 

Charges of domination by the 
public utilities and of aiding the 
Georgia Power Co. in “obtaining 
and maintaining a monopoly” in 
the electric power field in Georgia 
were brought in a petition for ous- 
ter filed with the Governor June 6 
by the Executive Committee of the 
Georgia Federation of Labor. 

The Governor cited the law of 
Moses in discussing uses of passes 
by four members of the commis- 
sion. He quoted Moses as telling 
his judges “neither take a gift,.for 
a gift doth blind the eyes of the 
wise and pervert the words of the 
righteous.” 

All of the commissioners except 
one had said they used railroad and 
bus passes and the Governor said 
the éxception admitted he once 
rode free on a bus.

It fol- 
lowed a warning by the commis- 
sion that further presentation of 
evidence bearing on the valuation 
of the entire property of the com- 
pany would open up the case as a 
full valuation proceeding, with re- 
sulting delays, and defeat the city’s 
purpose to obtain an early decision 
on the emergency rate reduction 
sought. 

A full valuation of the Laclede 
property by the commission is un- 
der way. Under a Supreme Court 
decision reversing a former valua- 
tion fixed in 1929. Hearings on the 
revaluation. likely will begin late 
this year; In the present proceed- 
ing the city is asking for an emier- 
gency reduction in domestic: rates, 


‘pending a decision in: the revalua- 


tion case. 
Chairman Warns City. . 

The warning which changed the 
course of the city’s evidence was 
given by Chairman J. C. Collet of 
the commission, while M. H. Doyne, 
an engineer for the city, was testi- 
fying concérning an appraisal he 
had made of the Laclede company’s 
property, on the basis of reproduc- 
tfon new, at present costs, less de- 
preciation. 

Collett said he was not attempt- 
ing to advise the city how to con- 
duct the case. He pointed out that 
if the line of testimony was con- 
tinued, however, it would open up 
the full field of the valuation, and 
the company would be properly en- 
titled to reasonable time in which 
to prepare a defense on the ques 
tion of full valuation.

His Story of Flight. : 
“I thought the flight from New 


said today, “but this flight here 
from Anadyr had them all stopped. 

“We got ready to leave Anadyr 
Wednesday noon but the boat which 
carried the aviation gas for the 
plane got stranded on a reef. It 
finally managed to get up the river 
far enough so we could unload the 
gas and refuelfthe seaplane. 

“We made about eight attempts 
at getting off, each time taking 
out some of the gas. Finally we 
dumped about 75 gallons and man- 
aged to take off at 5 p. m. 

“We flew eastward across the 
Siberian headlands, following the 
charts I had saved in my crash— 
the only ones available. But due to 
fog and bad weather we were forced 
to head for St. Lawrence Island. We 
finally sighted St. Lawrence Island 


and then headed for Nome from 


Northeast Cape. 
Return to Island. 

“After leaving St. Lawrence we 
flew for about two hours and when 
about 30 miles from Nome the fog 
shut down and we were forced to 
return to the island. 

“At all times during the crossing, 
the weather conditions were against 
us: Reaching St. Lawrence Island, 
we sat down at Northeast Cape 
and spent Wednesday night there 
ust like Eskimos We had sleep- 
ing bags and plenty of provisions 
but I had-not been feeling well and 
put in a bad night. ' 

“The next day“the sun came out 
and the weather was perfect. So 
about noon Thursday we took off 
again for Nome. The Russians were 
unable to talk English and I was 
unable to talk Russian so we had 
a hard time making ourselves un- 
derstood. But finally they con- 
veyed the information. we had only 
gas enough for about one hour and 
15 minutes flight left and it would 
take at least an hour and a half to 
get to Nome. We figured out by 
the map that Rodney on the Alaska 
coast was closer by about five miles, 
so we set our course for there but 
due to the fog on the Alaskan coast 
we could not see where we were 
going. 

“With about three minutes of gas 
left, lamd showed up and was I 
giad to see it? We ran out of gas 
about five or 10 miles up the coast 
from Nome along the beach. Dur- 
ing the last 20 minutes of flight, 
I paced up and down the fusélage 
of the plane, thinking it was almost 
certain that here I was again about 
to set down for about two weeks 
out of the Bering Sea with no one 
knowing where we were. A short 
time after we landed on the water 
a tug boat came up the coast and 
towed us to Nome.” 

Mattern and his Russian friends 
were shown the sights of Nome last 
night. 

Mattern reached here just 47 
days after he had set out from New 
York to circle the. globe, and six 
hours after Wiley Post, who set out 
from New York to attempt the 
same feat 42 days later, had passed 
him by flying over Nome., 

Mattern ‘showed the effects of. the 
days spent in the wilderness before 
his rescue. 

“I felt pretty sick over in Siberia,’ 
he said, “but as soon as I got back 
home on American soil where } 
could talk English again, I felt like 
@ million dollars.” 

Mattern was told that “Post 
had passed over Nome in his round- 
the-world flight. 

“I am sure glad to hear he is gC 
ing so well,”’ said Mattern. “My 
hopes of setting a record for a solo 
flight around the globe are not 
dashed but I am pulling for Wiley 
and sincerely hope he not only com- 
eee his flight but sets a new rec-

Judge Spann who deprecated the 
excitation of prejudice before the 
jury. 

The controversy ensued when 
Karraker referred to Butler’s “Chi- 
cago dialect” after the Prosecutor 
had described the defense attorney 
as “stuttering.” Butler then sought 
the protection of the Court, an- 
nouncing he was present as the 
representative of Gov. Horner and 
the Attorney-General and repre- 
sented the people of the entire 
State. 

Anticipating the beginning of tes- 
timony, a large crowd filled the 
courtroom yesterday, some stand- 
ing in the aisles. 

For the first time, the entire 
family of Vernon Miller, father .of 
the slain girl, was in the courtroom.

SALE OF DELINQUENT TAX 
BILLS HELD UP BY AUDITOR 


State Officer Notifies Collectors 
New Law Wont Be Opera- 
tive Until 1934. 

Collectors and tax officials have 
been notified .by State Auditor 
Smith that a new law, requiring 
sale of delinquent tax bills to the 
highest bidder 10 months after be- 
coming delinquent, will not be op- 
erative until next year. Officials 
interpret this to mean the first 
sales under this law will be held 
Nov. 1, 1934, instead of next Novem- 
ber. Only real estate is affected. 

The law, passed by the last Leg- 
islature, becomes legally effective 
next Monday. Auditor Smith’s no- 
tice said he had been assured At- 
torney-General McKittrick would 
rule the statute could not be in- 
voked until next year, to avoid con- 
flict with another new law remit- 
ting penalties on delinquent taxes 
paid during 1933. 

Delinquent taxes in St. Louis on 
July 1 amounted to $10,961,536, 
nearly all real estate. Other new 
laws, applicable only to St. Louis 
reducing penalties on delinquent 
city and school taxes, will become 
operative next year.

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POWER COMMISSION CHANGES HEADS. 

The, resignation of George Otis Smith removes 
from the chairmanship of the Federal Power Com- 
mission one of the chief storm centers of the Hoover 
administration. Following the reorganization of the 
commission under President Hoover with Mr. Smith 
as its head, several officials of the commission were 
dismissed, among them Charles A. Russell, solicitor, 
and William V. King, chief accountant. 

Progressives in the Senate interpreted their dis- 

as punishment for guarding the interests of 
the public as against those of the power companies, 
and sought to reconsider approval of the Smith ap- 
pointmient. The right of the Senate to reconsider 
went to the Supreme Court, and there it wis agreed 
unanimously that the Senate had no power to recdén- 
sider a nomination after it had notified the President 
of favorable action on the appointment. The contest 
between the Senate and the executive branch of the 
Government attracted wide attention and was waged 
with exceptional legal talent.

Variety. is an 
important factor in her sandwiches, 
and they are always daintily cut. 
White, wholewheat and brown 
bread are used in turn. 
A little fruit, fresh or stewed, 
completes the daily luncheons. With 
this wholesome, home-made cook- 
jies are served,

‘While plums are used 
recipe, peaches, apricots, 
chetries, etc., may be used in 
same way: Cut 10 to 12 ripe sweet 
plums in half, remove the pits~and 
place the fruit close together in a 
well greased, rather shallow baking 
dish. Cream together one-third 
cup shortening and one cup sugar 
until well blended. Add one well 
beaten * and then stir in three- 
fourths cup milk. Next add one 
and three-fourths cups sifted flour 
mixed with one and one-half tea 
spoons baking powder and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. When well 
mixed, pour over the plums and 
bake in a moderate oven—350 de- 
grees—for 35 minutes, or longer if 
the plums are not fully ripe. Serve 
warm with the following sauce: 

Sauce for Plum Pudding—Créam 
three tablespoons butter and gradu- 
ally add one cup powdered sugar, 
one tablespoon milk and the beaten 
yoik of one egg. Fold in stiffly 
beaten egg white and two drops al- 
mond flavoring. Serve as soon as 
possible after mixing. 

Fresh Pium Pie. 

Line a deep pie plate with pastry 
rolled a scant fourth inch thick, or 
instead of the pie crust use two 
cups zwieback crumbs mixed with 
one-half cup sugar and one-third

Cover with strips of pie crust, cut 
half an inch thick. Bake in a hot 
oven—450 degrees—for 15 minutes, 
reduce the heat to a moderate tem- 
perature—350 degrees—and bake 30 
minutes longer. Serve warm or 
cold. If the zweiback crumb mix- 
ture is used for a crust, sprinkle 
one-half cup of the same mixture 
over the top before baking. 


TUNA IN POTATO CASES

Two tablespoons butter.

Scrub potatoes and bake in the 
oven. (If skins are rubbed with 
bacon fat or dripping, it makes 
them nice and shiny).

Add the tuna, pulled to pieces. Sea- 
son with pepper, salt and onion 
juice. When potatoes are done, 
slice a piece off one side. Scoop 
out three-quarters of the center and 
fill with the creamed tuna. Cover 
with bread crumbs, sprinkle with 
cheese and return to the oven to 
brown.

When oil is hot, add garlic and 
parsley and a little salt and pepper. 
To this add two cups of canned 
tuna fish, flaked. Cook three min- 
utes, add three tablespoons tomato 
sauce or catsupe and one-quarter 
cup of water. Cook five minutes, 
remove from fire. Drain spaghetti! 
and heap on a hot platter. Pour 
over the tuna mixture, mix well and 
serve.

Many Possibilities if Cuts Are 
Carefully Con- 
sidered. 


“T never know what meat to buy 
for two,” writes a bride. It is easy 


tity, but regardless of whether the 
shopper is experienced or other- 


wise, meat buying for two somehow 
seems to present a problem. - 


Steaks and chops, of course, are 
the stand-bys of the small family, 
and we have found that if the 


chops are cut four to the pound 
they are a good thickness and a 
pound will be sufficient for two. 
The amount of steak, needed for 
two depends on the thickness de- 
sired. 

The choice of meat need not be 
confined to steaks and chops. 
Chopped beef can be utilized in a 
smalk meat Joaf or in patties. 
Wrapping a slice of bacon around 
the patty,makes it more attractive 
and adds to the flavor. , 

Some meats that are particularly.

A clause that leaders felt migh 

wreck the trade practice plan pro- 
posed for the il industry was 
found in the program by the com- 
mittee, which moved promptly to 
change it. Buried in a section ex- 
empting oil for’ export from the 
code’s requirements were a few 
words stipulating the code should 
not apply to contracts held under 
the code to be unfair trade prac- 
tice. Committee members believed 
this would mean that the code 
would not apply to unfair practices 
which could escape penalties. 

President Roosevelt today signed 
executive orders placing the textile 
finishing industry and underwear 
mafiufacturers under terms of the 
cotton textile code establishing min- 
imum wages and maximum working 
hours. 

The lumber industry of the South 
and West yesterday defended hour 
and wage scales proposed for its 
industrial code which had been 
declared unsatisfactory hy Hugh S. 
Johnson, recovery administrator. 
More than 25,000 additional men 
will find employment next month in 
the South, said C. C. Shepherd, 
president of the National Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association, through 
the proposed 48-hour 22%4-cent scale 
for that section. 

In the West, purchasing power 
will be from $1.26 to $5.71 above 
that of 1929, under the scale pro- 
posed, said W. C. Ruegnitz, of the 
Loyal Legion of Loggers and Lum- 
bermen. The scale for the West 
ranges from $16 for a week of 40 
hours to $20.40 for 48 hours. 
Speaking for the South, Shepherd, 
whose home is in Clarks, La., said 
the proposed scale would “greatly 
shorten the working week and 
spread employment.” The present 
standard, he explained, is 60 hours, 
although a few operators run as 
long as 66 hours per week. 

He said 100,000 man are employed 
in the Southern lumber industry and 
that with a 48hour week and a 
quota of 800,000 feet for August at 
least 125,000 men would be required 
at 48 hours per week. 

Ruegnitz said that prevailing 
scales in the Western lumber in- 
dustry averaged 30 cents for com- 
mon labor with skilled labor of 
course paid at higher rates. The 
code provides an hourly rate there 
of 42% cents per hour for unskilled 
workers. : 

The industry -in that section, he 
continued, employed 94,780 men at 
its peak, which dwindled to 46,- 
750 last year, and had increased 
to 55,813 for the present month. He 
estimated that ynder the code 65,-. 
000 w6uld be employed in August.

Pelvic Pain 


AIN in the pelvic region, a 
common complaint among 
women, may involve the entire 
pelvic region, or it may be limited 
to the small of the back or to 
either side in the front of the body. 

When the pain is cyclic, it is not 
infrequently due to some difficulty 
associated with the monthly period, 
preceding which the organs in the 
pelvic region are prone to become 
congested. This congestion may ac- 
count in a number of cases for the 
pain felt. 

Care that the bowels are kept 
free and open, and the use of a 
mild saline purge two or three days 
before the period frequently will 
prove of benefit. — 

Chronic pain in the small of the 
back may at times develop follow- 
ing childbirth or injury. The pain 
may be due to a tilting of the pelvic 
bones, which produces undue 
strain and backache. This is par- 
ticularly likely. to be the case in 
women with long, thin backs. 

Pain in the peivic region may 
also be due to excessive fatigue. 

Patients with increasing fat on 
the abdominal wall may complain 
of this type of fatigue. The rem- 
edy for this condition is reduction 
of weight and exercise to strength- 
en the museles of the back.
